were reported killed in the 
fighting, which began before 
dawn. At midafternoon enemy 
forces were still holding part of 
the firebase.

Tavern, after the Philadelphia 
inn where the Marine Corps was 
founded in 1775. 


The enemy force, believed to 


be from the 66th North Viet- 
namese Regiment, hit the base

grenades and satchel charges. 


The attackers broke through the 
perimeter and captured some of 
the bunkers on the east side of 
the base, then used them to fire 
on the defenders in other parts 
of the camp. 


Although allied operations in 


Cambodia have curtailed enemy 
attacks in the southern part of 
South Vietnam, there have been 
a series of fierce North Viet- 
namese attacks recently against 
bases in the northernmost 
provinces, where South Viet- 
namese forces have taken over 
the major burden of combat.

This is written on the eve of election, and there’s no indication 
of what the voters’ answer will be on Propositions 7 and 8. But 
whatever their fate at the polls, there is caught up in these two 
propositions the simple truth that when we need something we will 
very likely have to pay for it. Both of these measures have been 
opposed on the ground that they will cost the taxpaying public 
more. Actually, though, that is not strictly the case. Propositions 7 
and 8 won’t coat the taxpayers more. It is building the water 
facilities and other state works and maintaining our school system 
that will cost us. 


We can't build the water facilities cheaper at this time by 
refusing to raise the interest ceiling on state bonds, as provided in 
Proposition 7. Either we can sell them at a rate lower than seven 
per cent or we can’t. If we can’t, we’ll have to pay more or put off 
building. It has been pointed out by opponents of Proposition 8 that 
providing for 50 per cent of the school costs and 90 per cent of the 
welfare costs from other than property taxes won’t insure that 
property taxes will be lower. That is true. But how high the taxes 
will be — from any source — will depend on what our needs are, and 
how frugal our legiaiators are in providing for them.

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If We Need /f, We Must Pay 


This is written on the eve of election, and there's no indication 


of what the voters' answer will be on Propositions 7 and 8. But 
whatever their fate at the polls, there is caught up in these two 
propositions the simple truth that when we need something we will 
very likely have to pay for it. Both of these measures have been 
opposed on the ground that they will cost the taxpaying public 
more. Actually, though, thst is not strictly thp case. Propositions 7 
and 8 won't cost the taxpayers more. It is building the water 
facilities and other state works and maintaining our school system 
that will cost us. 


We can't build the water facilities cheaper at this time by 


refusing to raise the interest ceiling on state bonds, as provided in 
Proposition 7. Either we can sell them at a rate lower than seven 
per cent or we can't. If we can't, we'll have to pay more or put off 
building. It has been pointed out by opponents of Proposition 8 that 
providing for 50 per cent of the school costs and 90 per cent of the 
welfare costs from other than property taxes won't insure that 
property taxes will be lower. That is true. But how high the taxes 
will be—from any source — will depend on what our needs are, and 
how frugal our legislators are in providing for them. 


Cars Will Cost Still More 


By A. F. MAHAN 


DETROIT (AP) — Whatever happens elsewhere in efforts to 


stem inflation, one virtually sure economic bet at the moment 
appears to be that you'll pay a higher price for your 1971 
automobile, particularly if you like standard-size comfort. On the 
other hand, you'll have more opportunity to pick and choose among 
smaller and cheaper models. One American-built minicar 
challenger to foreign imports is here: others coming. 


There may even be a double-bump upward in prices, as there 


was on 1968 models: one in the fall and another the first of the year, 
when the costs of new labor contracts are known. Current contracts 
expire next Sept. 14, about the time 1971s will be rolling to market. 


The union is coming back this time for bigger and better 


contracts, the automakers are complaining of a profit-squeeze, and 
the government is requiring an antipollution device to shut off 
carburetor and fuel tank evaporation, in 1971s. Carburetor and tank 
evaporation controls, required on 1970 models in California, bear 
an "optional equipment" price tag of $35 per car. 


The 1969s bore higher price tags, up |47 to $52 over 1968s, and 


when head rests became mandatory under government order on 
Jan. i, 1969, the price of these was added: $15 to $17 more. In- 
creases in labor and material costs, plus added safety and an- 
tipollution equipment, largely were blamed for increases ranging 
from $81 to $125 in is70 models. And top industry executives 
repeatedly have emphasized "growing costp" in recent public 
speeches. 


With other compacts and imports grabbing the major portion 


of the business, Chrysler announced earlier this year a $155 to $190 
price cut in its Dodge Dart models: Chevrolet followed with a 
cutback of $159 to $160 in its bottom-of-the-line Nova, and Buick cut 
$78 to $142 off its subcompact Opel.

White House Bound?

WASHINGTON — Just as the 


Kennedys sought to pass the 
Presidency from 
brother to 


brother, President Nixon would 
now like to groom his son-in-law, 
David Eisenhower, for the White 
House. 


Intimates say the President 


regards David not only as an 
ideal son-in-law but as a political 
natural. In the President's view, 
David has an easy affability and 
a flair for politics that could take 
him far. With the Eisenhower 
name and grin, he could go all 
the way to the top. 


Already, David seems to have 


picked 
up 
the 
political 


pragmatism of his father-in-law. 
For his thesis at Amherst, David 
an«iy?pd Kevin Philips' book, 
"The Emerging Republican 
Majority," which advocates a 
Southern strategy 


Those who are acquainted 


with David's views say he 
agrees with the Southern 
strategy, not out of conviction so 
much as calculation. He agrees 
with Philips that a Republican 
majority must be recruited in 
the South and West. 


DAVID DEFENDS THUR- 
MOND

acknowledged that Senator 
Strom Thurmond, R-S. C., was 
an "arch segregationist. . . in 
the mold of the 1860s," yet didn't 
hestitate to defend Nixon's 
alliance with Thurmond at the 
1968 GOP convention. 


"Strom Thurmond is second to 


God with a large segment of the 
American voters," David ex- 
plained in a letter last year to 
the Amherst school newspaper. 
"Now 
does that mean you 


disregard Strom Thurmond and 
watch the nomination go down 
the river?" 


David also shares Nixon's 


view that the Supreme Court has 
been too permissive, has set 
dangerous precedents and, 
therefore, sorely needs refor- 
ming. 


Intimates confide that David 


went through a rebellious period 
in high school. He chafed over 
the special behavior that was 
expected 
of 
President 


Eisenhower's grandson and 
rebelled against the Eisenhower 
military tradition. He even ran 
for president of his prep school's 
Teen Citizens for Johnson - 
Humphrey. 


Later, he passed off this 


aberration as a lark and cam- 
paigned 
like 
a 
proper 


Republican for Barry Gold- 
water. Last summer, he worked 
for 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary 


Committee as an interne under 
the tutelage of Senator Roman 
Hruska, R-Neb., the Senate's 
Mr. Conservative. 


David acknowledges privately 


that his political beliefs aren't 
popular with most of his fellow 
students at Amherst, where his 
picture 
has 
been 
pasted 


irreverently upc-n bathr"01" 
walls. 


During the anti-war ferment 


that followed the U.S. move into 
Cambodia, David played soft- 
ball on the White House lawn — 


a gesture that seemed to many 
students to be much like 
President Nixon's watching TV 
during 
an 
earlier 
peace 


mobilization. 


NIXON BOOSTS DAVID 


Yet David has the same 


ingratiating, 
all-American 


quality that made so many 
people like Ike. Richard Nixon 
feels toward David, according to 
intimates, as if he were a son. 


Some intimates say the 
President picked David to throw 
out the opening ball of the 
baseball season to put him in the 
political spotlight. But others 
say it was no more than the 
thoughtfulness of a father-in-law 
who knew how much David 
loves baseball. 


some intimates believe the 


President had a political motive 
in selecting David and Julie to 
represent him on United States 
Day at Janap's Expo 70. But 
others point out that the young 
Eisenhowers are in great 
demand for such events. 


The Philippines' President 


Ferdinand Marcos sent a special 
cable to the White House, for 
example, requesting that David 
and Julie be sent as the U. S. 
representatives to the opening of 
a cultural center in Manila. 
California's Governor Ronald 
Reagan had already wangled 
the assignment, however, before 
the cable arrived. 


Marcos' wife, Imelda, im- 


mediately dashed off a personal 
note to Mrs. Nixon, urging that 
David and Julie be allowed to 
attend 
President 
Marcos' 


inauguration. 


Whatever President Nixon's 


motive may be for honoring his 
son-in-law, one thing is certain 
— the President is happily 
aware of David's political ap- 
peal. 


CHINESE NAVAL THREAT 


A confidential intelligence 


report warns that missile- 
bristling, Red Chinese patrol 
boats threaten the U. S. Seventh 
Fleet, now patrolling the Far 
East as a buffer between the 
Chinese 
mainland 
and 


America's island allies. 


"The Chinese Communists 


have 10 guided missile patrol 
boats of the (Russian-designed) 
Osa Komar 
class," the 


document states. These are 
known to be armed with "Styx" 
missiles with an accuracy from 
50 to 100 miles. A single "Styx" 
missile, fired by an Egyptian 
patrol boat, sank the "Israeli 
destroyer Eilat in 1967. 


The Chinese are also using 


1964 
Russian-built, Golf-class 


submarines for research work. 
This diesel sub is constructed to 
fire surface-to-surface missiles. 


Chinese 
difficulties 
in 


miniaturizing their nuclear 
weapons and guidance systems 
have prevented them from 
producing a reliable tactical 
nuclear weapon, the intelligence 
report says. 


Intelligence analysts figure 


the Chinese Communists won't 
be able to launch a nuclear 
submarine, 
capable 
of 


threatening both coasts of 
America for 15 years.

diplomats. I was in the room 
when the news was brought to 
our ambassador to Warsaw, Mr. 
Walter Stoessel, 
that the 


Chinese had canceled their 
scheduled talks, in protest 
against Cambodia. His reaction 
was that of a manager informed 
that his store had run out of 
peanut butter. Well, order some 
more. Well, wait for the Chinese 
to change their minds. If they 
want to, they will; if they don't 
want to, there's nothing we can 
do about it. 


I got the May 18th Time in 


Warsaw the day I observed the 
calmness of our diplomats, and 
it was like a plunge into 
hysteria 
You would have 


thought, on reading this issue, 
that Richard had launched a 
preemptive nuclear strike 
against North Vietnam. 


The tone is at once fustian, 


self-pitying, and apocalyptic. 
The response to Cambodia 
"mocked" Nixon's "unfulfilled 
promise to lead the nation" 
"forward together" — as though 
B's response to A's leadership is 
necessarily A's fault. Nixon's 
calculations concerning the 
domestic response to Cambodia 
proved to be "dangerously 
wrong": once again, the planted 
axiom being that it was Nixon's 
fault that the Kids, or Time 
magazine, should have become 
hysterical. 
Cambodia 
"has 


already destroyed 
far 
more 


American resources of morale 
and cohesion than any North 
Vietnamese supplies could be 
worth" — a sylleptic confusion 
exposed by asking the question, 
What resources of morale? If a 
nation goes crazy because we do 
a militarily obvious thing, where 
was the morale we suddenly 
lost? 


The Kids, by contrast, are 


treated by Time as a cross 
between St. Francis of Assisi 
and Immanuel Kant. "They 
filled the warm evening with the 
refrain of the John Lennon 
mantra. 'All we are saying is 
give peace a chance.' " Ah, the 
sweet innocence 
of youth. 


"Some of the less inhibited 
youngsters stripped and went 
wading in the nearby Reflecting 
Pool." The reference is to a 
dozen great big post-pubescents 
whose anxiety over Cambodia 
caused them tu strip nude and 
frolic in a wading pool at the 
center of the central part in the 
capital city of the nation, poor 
youngsters.

Without proper Mexican 


coverage, uie moioribl !ia» four 
alternatives if he is involved in 
an auto accident which results in 
even minor personal injury or 
property damage. They are: 


1. Post a cash bond with the 


local officials. 
2. Post a commercial bond

Mexican bonding 


company (a possibility if the 
tourist speaks Spanish, knows 
someone locally and has enough 
money). 


3. Contact a U. S. insurance 
agent via telephone or telegram 
(but, under Mexican law, it is 
illegal for the agent to settle the 
claim in Mexico. He may, 
however, advance the cash 


necessary to post bond) 
4 Face legal detention and 
impounding of the automobile

Mexican law. 


When planning to drive South 


of the border, U. S. residents 
should check with their in- 
surance agent or broker about 
obtaining an official Mexican 
automobile liability insurance 
policy. 


Most Americans are unaware 


that only insurance companies

Mexico 
are 


recognized under Mexican law. 
And contracts of insurance 
written by non-Mexican com- 
panies are not in force in that 
country.

homosexuals who have been 
made hetrosexual through 
therapy is not impressive. The 
most optimistic estimate is 
under four per cent. And in this 
group are those who were not 
true homosexuals in the classic 
sense. 


I recommend 
therapy for 


homosexuals who ask for 
counsel — not because I believe 
it will change them, but because 
it might help them handle other 
personality disorders which 
o f t e n 
a c c o m p a n y 


homosexuality. Therapy can 
help the homosexual 
accept 


himself as he is. It can also 
relieve him of the anxiety and 
bitterness which often makes his 
life unbearable.

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If We Need /f, We Musf Pay 


This is written on the eve of election, and there's no indication 


of what the voters' answer will be on Propositions 7 and 8. But 
whatever their fate at the polls, there is caught up in these two 
propositions the simple truth that when we need something we will 
very likely have to pay for it. Both of these measures have been 
opposed on the ground that they will cost the taxpaying public 
more. Actually, though, that is not strictly the case. Propositions 7 
and 8 won't cost the taxpayers more. It is building the water 
facilities and other state works and maintaining our school system 
that will cost us. 


We can't build the water facilities cheaper at this time by 


refusing to raise the interest ceiling on state bonds, as provided in 
Proposition 7. Either we can sell them at a rate lower than seven 
per cent or we can't. If we can't, we'll have to pay more or put off 
building. It has been pointed out by opponents of Proposition 8 that 
providing for 50 per cent of the school costs and 90 per cent of the 
welfare costs from other than property taxes won't insure that 
property taxes will be lower. That is true But how high the taxes 
will be — from any source — will depend on what our needs are, and 
how frugal our legislators are in providing for them. 


Cars Will Cost Still More

DETROIT (AP) — Whatever happens elsewhere in efforts to 


stem inflation, one virtually sure economic bet at the moment 
appears to be that you'll pay a higher price for your 1971 
automobile, particularly if you like standard-size comfort. On the 
other hand, you'll have more opportunity to pick and choose among 
smaller and cheaper models. One American-built minicar 
challenger to foreign imports is here: others coming. 


There may even be a double-bump upward in prices, as there 


was on 1968 models: one in the fall and another the first of the year, 
when the costs of new labor contracts are known. Current contracts 
expire next Sept. 14, about the time 1971s will be rolling to market. 


The union is coming back this time for bigger and better 


contracts, the automakers are complaining of a profit-squeeze, and 
the government is requiring an antipollution device to shut off 
carburetor and fuel tank evaporation in 1971s. Carburetor and tank 
evaporation controls, required on 1970 models in California, bear 
an "optional equipment" price tag of $35 per car. 


The 1969s bore higher price tags, up $47 to $52 over 1968s, and 


when head rests became mandatory under government order on 
Jan. i, 1969, the price of these was added: $15 to $17 more. In- 
creases in labor and material costs, plus added safety and an- 
tipollution equipment, largely were blamed for increases ranging 
from $81 to $125 in 1970 models.

God with a large segment of the 
American voters," David ex- 
plained in a letter last year to 
the Amherst school newspaper.

David also shares Nixon's 


view that the Supreme Court has 
been too permissive, has set 
dangerous precedents and, 
therefore, sorely needs refor- 
ming.
